ATTACK BY. OHINESE ON ‘A FOR- 
KIGNER AT SHANGHAI — —* 
Last evening, (April 15th) a cowardly 
attack was made on Mr Grimmer, manager 
of the Temperance Hall, by a number of 
Ohine:., in the neighbourhood of Ningpo 
Joss-house. At about a quarter to six 
ootock, ho was returning from the Qometory 
in a jinriksha, and had to pass through a 
mob of about a thousand Ohinese, who 
wore fighting and scrambling together. Mr 
Grimmer says that, on reaching the out- 
skirts of the crowd, a boy about twelve 
years old ran: out from the door of a house, 
and deliberately threw himself down in the 


road in fgont of the runner, who could not 


atop .himeolf in time to prevent one of the 
wheels just touching. the boy, who at once 
set up loud howling. A women thon ran 
up, seized hold of the runner, and scream- 
ing something to him in Chinese, prevented 
him going on. Some of the men in the 
crowd noxt came round, and commenced 
shouting ‘Ta Ta.” Mr Grimmer got out 
of the jinritsha, and tried gently to pass 
through, motioning to the runner to do the 
same, when a man seized hold of his shirt 
front and: struck bim a blow on the nose, 
bréaking the akin of the bridge, and causing 
the blood to flow pectusely, Others seized 
the runner, and bolaboured him severely. 
The crowd began to get more dense, the 
cries of ..fa Ta” were raised on all sides, 
and those who were nearent began to beat. 
and kick Mr Grimmer, He struggled with 
them fora little while, and waa rapidly 
becominy exhausted, when, seeing as he 
teought an opening in the crowd, he mado 
a drive for it and succeeded in forcing his 
way through, on to some grass by the road- 
side. Here, unluckily, while running, he 
slipped and fell ; the’ mob closed in upon 
him again, and-.renewed- their attack, 
kicking and beating him nearly from head to 
foot, When at length he managed to ralse 
himaalf: a little,”"he was immediately kicked 
down again, this being repeated three or 
four times, until his head was almost 
covered with bruises and alg the blood 
still flowing from his nose and from a out 
on the orown of his head. Fortunately 


-| there were no weapons or bamboos among 


the mob, or the consequences’ would pro- 
bably have boen-moro—sorious,—At-_longth, 
presumably thinking they had done enough, 
they left off beating and permitted him to 
get up, Ho walked away as well as his 
exhausted stato enabled him, still followed 
by the crowd, who made no further attack 
upon him, , The jiuriksba runner was also 
beaten, but managed to get clear with his 
vehicle.—No explanation can be given of 
Mr Grimmer is 
well known to the native residents in the 
locality, owing to his frequently paasing to 
and from the Cemetery; but he b tieves 
that the’ mob generally was composed. of 
persons: from a distance, and posittyely 
asserts that the boy was not knocked down 
by the jinriksha.—Information was at once 
given at the French Police Station, and M. 
Barbe despatched several constables to the 
place, in company with the complainant, 
Many of the mob atill remained, and several 
wore apprehended, one of them at: least 
being ‘identified as having been among the 
foremost in the attack;

(HE GREAT FIRE AT SINGAPORE, 

The following account of the great fire at 
Tanjong Paygar Wharf, Singapore, ‘the 
ocourrence. of which has already been 
aanounced here by telegraph, is taken from 
the Singupore Daily Limes — 


Yesterday afternoon ( April 13th) in broad 
daylight, there ocourred the largest fire, 
and greatest dis ater, on record in the 
history of Singapore, The fire began about 
half-past 4.o%Jock in the afternoon, The 
Manager, Mr Hi, M.. Smith, had just arrived 
from town, and Mr Jackson, the Engineer 
in, charge of the new dry dock works, was 
‘onthe point of leaving, and both noticed 
the smoke about the sate time, and, with 
Captain Blair, the Assistant Mana,er, and 
other officials of the Oompany, made a rush 
to choke out, the flames, but in apite of all 
theiz efforts and the exertions of al} tho 
workmen and coclics on the spot, and not- 
withstanding that the. fite-engines.of the 
Company were.sopn on the spot and at 
work, the firo gained ground every momenti 
Most unfor unately there were three ele- 
iments in favour of the fire and against all 
human effort. The buildings where it ori- 
ginatedy and where all the coolie. quarters 
aro, are all’ wooden and roofed with attap, 
and the great Beet snd drought of the last 
month ronderddithese buildings literally ‘as 
inf mmable as tinder or flux cow, or, 1 
might almost say, guupowder. Secondly, 
there Wat a strong’ nofth-east breeze blow: 
ing, which fanced the fiimes |beyond: all 
control and rendered. utterly fatile the thin 
stre.ms of water from the fire engines, 
whon: they—were got to” work, as well as 
every attempt before that to amother tho 
Asmos:by ot: er means.

The blue jackets of H. M. . Juno,

Fears were ontertained for the large clook- 
tower gofown, but the bricks and tiles 
stood firm, This building, from the direc- 
tion in which the wind was blowing, form- 
ed, with the isolated reck ‘behind it, a sort 
of funnel through which smoke, ashes, aud 
sparks were blown in volumes, In this 
space stood a police atation, ‘quarters for 
ships’ officers, a reading room and refresh- 
ment room, with various outhouses, all 
wooden buildings covered with attap except 
the reading room and. officers’ quarters 
which were covered with tiles, The sparke 
from the coolies’ houses seized the attap 
roofs of these buildings, in spite of all effort 
and precautions, and they soon disappeared, 
leaving nothing but charred posts to mark 
where they stood. It speaks volumes for 
the efficiency of tiled roofs, that. the read- 
ing-room and officers’ quartefs, although 
surrounded with a close semicircle of fire, 
were hardly touched and almost undamaged 
by the flames. About twenty yards nearer 
the sea than the roading-room and officers’ 
quarters, were the attap-covcred coal-seda, 
and every attention was directed to prevent 
the éparks from catching their attap roofs. 
* umerous soolies were stationed on top of 
them with poles to beat out any flames 
arising. But the strong: wind gwopt thick 
volumos of ‘smoke pe sparks from the 
burning outhouses round the reading-room 
right over the centre of the coal-sheds. 
uittle red dots appeared here, there, and 
everywhere, and were fanned rapidly into 
a blaze by the: breeze, ia spite of. coolies, 
poles, and everything elee, Then, in ton 
minutes or s0, the centre of the coal-sheds 
was one mass of fire and smoke, which 
sproad, right and left, and down towards 
the wharl, godowns, and shipping, At- 
tempts were made at different parts to tear 
down the attaps, Tho 74th Highlanders, 
the blue jackets and artillerymon, made 
gallant efforts to effect this, but the dames 
were, for a long time,-too quick for them. 

Not until the west end of the wharf was 
nearly reached was a breach in the row of 
coal sheds, which run along the whole length 
of the wharf, established. A change in the 
direction of the wind mainly helped in 
making’ this breach, otherwise there. is no 
doubt that the whole of the cosl-sheds 
would have been on fire, 
length of about acouple of hundred: yards 
or #0, at the end, was saved, ' 

By six o’olock, some ‘thirty thousand 
tons of coal was one mass of flame: and 
smoke towering up to the sky and ‘rolling 
seaward ovor wharf, got was, and shipping. 
I don’t Imow what. the Directors and 
shareholders of the Company or the Agents 
of Insurance Offices thought of it, but toa 
spectator in no way interested it was a 
magnificent sight. - From the west end of 
the wharf, the-bend of the coal-shed looked 
like a lofty terrace of buildings with pin- 
nacles and.turrets in one pad blare from 
top to bottom. From the hillin rear, one 
gentleman was reminded of the lake of fire 
m acertaln place which is graphically 
described by a poet, who is praised and 
admired hy everybody but read by few or 
none, 

. When it was seen that the coal-sheds and 
coal wee hopelessly gone, the wharf and 
godowns became ‘the objects of attention 
and aolicitude, Luckily they were all built 
must substantially of wood and the godowns 
were all roofed either with tile, or zinc and 
corrugated iron, and although they were 
for along time in the most immincnt dan- 
ger, and one or two of them actually on fire 
several times, one gudown in_ partioular 
boing despaired of, wharf and godowns 
were all, by great good fortune, but with 
the most strenuous exertions and unre- 
mit'iag watchfulness, saved, almost un- 
damaged, 


As soon as the coal-sheds took fire, the 
various steamers and sailing vessels in dook 
and at the wharf cleared out to a safe 
distance, and, ‘so far as Lam aware, suffered 
no damage whatever. : 

By nine o’clock p,m, it was seen that the 
coals must go, bat that'tho wharf and ‘go- 
downa-were safe, although there was still 
Considerable danger. The wind was. still 
from’ the land, sea-wards, Four engines 
were hard at work from the wharf on the 
burning ovals 3 one on the weat flank of the 
fire, where it had been headed, one about 
the middlo, and one on the east- flank at the 
dock corner, These arrangements wero the 
best that could. be done, and the engines 
were effective so far an they could reach, 
but the groat mass of the coal burnt all 
night and is buroing still, And only o 
heavy long-continued down-pour of rain 
will effectually put the fire out. 1 daresay 
the Directors realised last night, as they 
never did before, the feelings commonly 
attributed to the Duke cf Wellington when 
he was expecting Blucher at the close of the 
battle of Waterloo, and prayed fot rain, as 
the Duke {s naid to have prayed for night 
orBluche,  , © : :

Phe fire originated In the carpenters’ 
quarters on the west side of, and close to, 
the gate in the olock-tower age How 
it originated is not ely known, and | 
jbably never will be, but it must have 
mn from some act of gréaé-Carelessness on 
the part of one or: more of the workmen. 
‘And the workmen -suffared heavily from it, 
allof them ‘losing tho whole of their private 
effects,. tools, 4o., having been unable to 
save anything almost from the extraordinary 
rapidity with which the flames enveloped 
the whole of thelr quarter. 

By nine o'clock on Fridey night (April 
18th) the wharves and godowns were, with 
the most strenuous exertions on the part of 
the Directors and Officers of the Company, 
the soldiers and sailors, and a number of 
volunteer residents, hom it is impossible 
to enumerate, out of imminent danger, but 
by no means safe. All night, till Saturday 
morning,—all Saturday, and all Sunday, 
—the danger to the wharves and godowns 
was by no means over, The immense 
quantity of some $5,000 tous of coal was 
burning briskly from a, night ; and a 
‘strong north-east gale would have consigned 
them inevitably todestruction. Fortunately 
there has been only a light breeze, and the 
most unremitting watchfulness on the part 
of the Chairman, Directors, and Offclals of 
the Oompany "has been ao far successful in 
averting avy: further extension of the fire 
and confining it to the Umits it reached 
on Friday night. Fortunately also, a aud- 
den shower of rain yesterday. afternoon 
holped the efforts made to encroach en the 
limits of the burning coal, Danger cannot 
be sald to be altogether over yet, but, unloss 
something out 6f the way should happen, 
the wharves and godowns may now. be 
dongidered safe. ' 

On Saturday and Sunday, thousands of 
visitors flocked to see the great fire, and 
back gharrios must have made a good thing 
out f the catastrophe. : , 
Notwithstanding. the suddenuoss and 
m-gnitude of the calamity, it bhould be 
noted that work at-the wharves and in the 
Dook wan hardly interrupted. On Friday 
night, ‘the shipping in the Dock aud weat- 
ward of it cleated otit toa safe distance, 
but, the firat thing next morning, the 
steamer Holy Road and H. N. M, 8. Bont 
re-entered the Dook, and the 8. 8, 
Agamemnon, Gleneagles, and other vensels 
went alongside the whatf to discharge and 
receive cargo... The Directors may thero- 
fore congratulate themselves.on the Com- 
pany coming out of this great calamity so 
rae ‘And it may well be supposed that 
the coal sheds and workmen’s quarters will 
be re-conatructed on a new 8; stems 

‘The actual quantity of coal stored and 
destroyed is still unascortained. The 
goneral estimate is 85,000 tons set on fre, 
The front of tho coal sheds on firé excacded 
2000 feet, and about one half of this length 
moasured a couple of hundred: yards in 
depth, and the balance about twenty yards.

hastened down with palms and green boughs:

spectators, Chinese and. Europeans, began: 
to stroll down to the wharf, while flags were 
hoisted on the. leading hotels. At about 
half-past eight the Health Officer, accom- 
panied by a Custome officer, went of to the 
steamer, which was now approaching her 
anchorage, and by Dr Korteum’s courtesy, 
our representative had a seat in the boat. 
On arriving alongside the steamer; the 
‘Health Officer asked the usual questions, 
and was informed, in answer to them, that 
one man had died of inflammation of the 
lung: when they were four days out, that a 
boy had shown symptoms of small-pox on 
the 7th instant, and that he was still sick, 
although the disease was of a mild type. 
The Health Officer was invited ‘te board 
the steamer, but this he refused to do. 
Sir Arthur Kennedy was present when the 
interview took place, over the vessel’s side, 
and took part in it,. He recommended that 
the Chinese, passengers should be landed, 
saying that the Enropean passengers, ladies 


and gentlemen, were not frightened of the 7 


disease. He himself had gone through 
small-pox hospitals, had mixed freely with 
tho passengers and crew, and saw uo reason 
to fear infection, The patient, a young 
boy, was then brought up and shown to the

These were 
drosged in their native costume ; barahend- 
ed, with newly shaven oraniums and 
elaborate: -pig-tails nearly. touching the 
ground, and each man wore a long flowing 
garment, either white or biue, which 
descended to the ankles. Two or three of 
the numbet were in European costume, 
and they looked much worse than their 
countrymen, whose simple ‘flowing robes 
imparted as ‘much dignity to their figures 
as Chinamen are capable of exhibiting. 

After an interval, which was no doubt 
an spxious ono to the officials, cut off as 
they werd, by the break in the telograph 
line, from all communication with Brisbane, 
it was. determined that the deputations 
should go off-to-the steamer.

ir Arthur in’ replying to the address 
said that ho was pleased to say that he had 
paid much attention to the various accounts 
that had appoared in the Parents of the aet- 
tlement and progress of Cooktown, 'that he 
had watched her career with much interest 
from the fact that there had been such a 
large and increasing immigration into 
Queensland from the colony with which he 
had heen so recently connected, and that 
from all he heard he orien iy a great 
and prosperous future for her. He re 
gretted extremely that our somewhat strict 
quarantine laws bod prevented his landing, 
and making himself porsonally aoquainted 
with the town and its inhabitants, but he. 
should not fail to seoure the very earliest 
opportunity of paying a visit to the towa, 
when he hoped to make a longer. stay than 
would have been practicable on the present 
cooasion.
